1314 1918/7-D PCGS EF-40. A very strong EF, though the 
grade assigned might not indicate this. The 7 is not 
only clear above the 8 but is perfectly clear within 
both loops. Cheek separation, hair braid and other 
details are all raised and show only slight wear. The 
horn is full, save for that of its very point; the rump 
area and shoulder hair show only moderate wear.

1918/7-D PCGS F-12. Grayish white toning, typical of 
a long-ago circulated Buffalo nickel.

One of only 970,000 
struck for circulation, this is the lowest mintage in the 
Buffalo series. Full braid on the obverse, the reverse 
is well struck for this issue, lacking only the hair above 
the horn. As it is, the obverse is Ch. BU, the reverse 
nearly so! 


1926-S PCGS AU-50. Glossy gray toning. There is a 
bit of a glow in the field from some underlying Mint 
lustre, readily evident under a lamp. Some tan toning 
diagonally crosses the central reverse.

1937-D 3-Legged EF. Arguably the most famous 
Buffalo nickel, though not the rarest.

1801 PCGS EF-40. Rare, as shown by the 34,640 
mintage figure. Pale rose obverse toning with a bit of 
blue outside the stars. Some light hairlines blend into 
the surface. The reverse is gray and white with little of 
the obverse colors in evidence. A well-detailed EF. 


1814 PCGS MS-62. The Small Date variety, as 
indicated on the holder. One of the rarer date/varieties 
in the Wide Border (1809-1828) series. Light shades 
of gray intermingle with areas of white frost, the 
contact marks of little significance. Considering the 
typical “flat look” of this entire series, the details are 
bold on this specimen. 
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1873 Open 3 PCGS MS-62. An important variety for 
this popular change-over date. The last digit (opened) 
actually looks like a 3, instead of an 8 as seen on the 
common closed 3 variety. Subtle white-gray lustre 
darkening somewhat towards the outer devices. Full 
head and other details; a bag mark under the 
Phrygian Cap keeps this from Choice. 


1920 NGC MS-67FB. Deep brown-violet toning on the 
obverse, gray with a bit of tan shading on the reverse. 
In addition to the bands, the feather and cap details 
are 100% struck.

AN ASTOUNDING SPECIMEN 


1328 1815 B-1 Capped Bust, Large Size NGC 


MS-67. First year of issue for both the Capped 
Bust design and its two varieties. The strike is so 
detailed that only a Proof can surpass it. The 
stars are dished to the extent that their centers 
look hollow. Drapery, hair and facial details are 
as perfectly formed as the dies would permit. All 
parts of the eagle, motto and peripheral lettering 
are flawlessly executed; surface blemishes on 
both sides are virtually nil. The toning is 
astounding; red-orange undertones abound from 
the depths of cobalt blue surfaces while 
shimmering yellows and greens intermittantly 
making their presence known.

Virtually untoned, as though 
just minted, and perfectly struck. A single bag mark 
on Liberty’s thigh takes this out of the Gem class. The 
horizontally placed S under the final (and correctly 
placed) upright S is obvious enough to be glimpsed 
without magnification. Listed in the Red Book as a 
major variety for over forty years! 


FAMOUS 20TH CENTURY RARITY 


1331 1916 Standing Liberty ANACS MS-61. If any 
Quarter Dollar can be described as famous, this 
bare-breasted first-year-of-issue design takes 
the cake. Controversial from the start, it still 
reigns as the most popular piece amongst 
collectors of this denomination, which began in 
1796. The low mintage figure of 52,000 simply 
adds to its allure, and Mint State specimens 
have proven quite difficult to come by. Al/ have 
characteristic soft strikes, compared to its 1917 
T1 sister. The only mark on this specimen 
worthy of comment is a faint horizontal slide 
mark on the leg caused by a coin album’s 
acetate slide. This is naturally toned over and 
practically invisible, under normal circumstances. 
The glossy golden-amber lustre alone would 
suggest a higher grade. Should breeze into five 
figures. 
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1332 1920-S PCGS MS-64. Fully brilliant and white, as 
though plucked from a roll. Often seen soft and 
muddy, this early die-state shows the complete chain 
mail, date, toes and all but one shield rivet. The head 
is about 75% up. A near-Gem specimen.

GEM EYE-APPEAL 


1795 Flowing Hair NCS Merely labeled 
“GENUINE” by the Numismatic Conservation 
Services, this superbly struck piece has been 
attractively, albeit unnecessarily, retoned to a 
bluish-violet color with a splendid purplish 
bulls-eye center. Quite similar to album toning, it 
has has the appearance of a “65” quality 
holdered specimen, with no marks or distractions 
worth reporting. Au nature/ would certainly go 
into six figures; this is a splendid opportunity to 
obtain one of the finest looking of this type for 
considerably less. 


1334 1795 PCGS AU-55. Though no Overton number is 

mentioned on PCGS’s label, this is an O-115 R-5 

(Obv. “8” Rev. “L”) variety, as pictured in the Overton 

reference book. A Choice, white and lustrous 
specimen with traces of beige toning, it has 
far better details than that plate coin. Heavier 
than usual planchet adjustment marks can 
be seen on the obverse; the amount of silver 
removed by filing at the Philadelphia Mint 
seems to be substantial. This was common 
practice for overweight gold and silver coins 
issued during the late 18th and early 19th 
Century. An unusual example of early 
coinage and its manufacture.

Very sharp on both sides with full head and eagle 
claws. Light gray tones and fairly lustrous. 


1855-O ANACS AU-50. Arrows type. This is a 
scarcer date/Mint than the above, and just as sharp. 
Deep bluish gray toning.

1919-D PCGS MS-63. Other than the 1921-S, 
this is by far the rarest Mint State date in the WL 
series. Light amber toning has formed atop 
surfaces which have so few contact marks, the 
collector will only notice them under the 
strongest lenses. What could possibly keep this 
specimen from a higher rating may be the 
central obverse strike and its resultant soft head 
and hand-split.

A perfect case of buying the 
coin, not the holder. Struck from clashed dies, the 
outline of the eagle’s wing (in relief on the obverse) 
runs from the leaf tips at 1:00 through the O and A of 
the motto, and into Liberty’s sandal. Other areas of 
clashing are less prominent, but show up on both 
sides when viewed with magnification. This specimen 
is unusually free of contact marks, even if it were in a 
“65” holder. Bright white surfaces with a thin layer of 
golden toning finish off this superb specimen. 


1345 1795 Flowing Hair PCGS VF-20. The 3 LEAVES 
variety, So stated on the holder. Metallic bluish-violet 
toning evenly disbursed throughout most of its 
surfaces. There is a barely visible Mint-made 
adjustment mark hidden in Ms. Liberty’s hair and a 
few bruises on the very edges of the reverse 
denticals. Not mentioned on the holder is the common 
Bolander-5 variety (horizontal die-break in the 
obverse field at 9:00) making this specimen an 
affordable type piece. 


1344 1927-S PCGS MS-64. And another first-rate piece of 
this seldom-offered year! Highly brilliant white 
surfaces, the obverse hand/branch rounded, but not 
quite separated. The head and facial details are clear 
to the naked eye. Some light die clashing and 
polishing can be seen on the reverse, mainly in the 
upper fields and breast area. Encapsulated in an 
older style (green label) holder. 


1346 1799 PCGS VF-25. The Plain Date variety, not listed 
on PCGS’s label. Medium gray toning, the devices a 
shade lighter.

1359 1860 $5 Mormon Pioneer Gold NGC MS-62. 


The history of Mormon gold coinage (first struck 
in Utah, Dec. 12, 1848) is well documented in 
Donald Kagin’s Private Gold Coins and Patterns 
of the United States. The item offered here is 
one of the better grades available on the market 
today, considering the heavy use of these coins. 
There are a few scattered marks in the field at 
2:00 (to the right of the lions’s head) and a small 
scuff below the marks. But other “marks” that the 
collector might mistakenly call “scratches” or 
“hairlines” are either die-file lines or part of its 
design, such as the whiskers in front of the lion’s 
face and the fine lines under the prone animal, 
which extend through the 78 of the date.

The most 
attractively designed Mormon coin, the only coin 
ever issued with the Mormon-created Deseret 
alphabet, and one of the few available in Mint 
State condition.
